poaaibuity of obtaining by means of ex- 
pedited fruit trains a service coetinc 
somewhere between that of ordinary 
freight nnd passenger trains. Thia could 
only be done, however, whore shippers 
enough combined to toad a train of ten 
or more care. 
The Southern FaciHc company pro- 


poses thie year, without interfering with 
regular rates as quoted, and which have 
been continued in force by the assooia^ 
lion, to arrange for a special fast freight 
train from Sacramento daily, or aa often 
as the Ecrvica requires, and which, 
while only the ordinary freight rate IB

Wash., o your ago on his arrival from 
Vancouver, B. C., on the ground that ho 
hafl no certificate of idontiflcation. and 
he was .ordered remanded back to China. 
He setup a claim, however, that he had 
been a resident of the United Statea for 
ton years and was engaged for a part ol 
that tlmo in bueineflB as a merchant, and 
that his tripa to Vancouver were uiada 
for the purpose of visiting relatives. 


Tho district court roleaeed him ana the 


circuit court, in sustaining that decision 
today, held that a Chinese merchant 
domiciled in tbo United States, on hii 
return thereto after a temporary absence 
therefrom, is not required to produce a 
certificate OB provided for in tho act of 
July 5,1884, iu tho case of Chineao Drat 
coming into tho United States.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Tho Pacific

Many Domoearte who nf, present are 


inclined to the belief that the house bill 
is unconstitutional and repugnant to the 
fundamental principles of the republic, 
while there are also some senators who 
helievo the business interests of the 
country will bo very injuriously affected 
by tho enactment of the house bill, hold- 
ing thnt tho execution of the law would 
be followed by tlie exclusion from China 
of all Americans, mainly representatives 
of American importing firms. 


Advocates of the house bill, however, 


contend that it is the only measure now 
before congress that promises a real solu- 
tion of the Chinese question, and it must 
be adopted by the Republican senate 
under penalty of a heavy lose on the Pa- 
cific coast nest November. 


Senator Chandler today introduced a 


number of amendments to the house 
bill. Tho action is significant as an in- 
dication of the extent of tho belief that 
the house bill will prova to be the basis 
for the action of the senate, rather than 
the committee's substitute. 
11.rj BUbalance the amendments provide 
that Om coming ol Chinese persons into 
the United States shall be suspended for 
a period of fifteen years, in place of the 
abeolute prohibition of the house bill. 
They roduco from five to two years the 
imprisonment prescribed as a punish- 
ment for Chinese found unlawfully in 
the United States, and finally strike out 
tlie part of the last section of the bill 
abrogating all treaties in conflict with it.

I visited 
IVfl township in 1889 00 and found Itsa 
than 200 head of sheep. Today there is 
more than 2000, an increase of more 
than 1000 per cant ninco the passage of 
the McKlnley lair. Many of the sheep 
men arc free traders theoretically; practi- 
cally they had faEth in protection and 
backed it with their judgment and 
money, and are walking away from the 
wheat grower, who is compelled to allaw 
a freight margin of 50M mile? on every 
bushel he has to gall. 


"Now, those sheep men are on the leak- 


out. 
There is no politics in this ehecp 


business, but there is money iu it, and 
they will know how to vote this fall, 
aud will not vote thotnaelvcE into bank- 
ruptcy. Mark that."

An InUrefttlnc Formation on the North- 


em CoMt of CMlfornlo. 


Ou tbo northern coast of California, 


wmo thirty miles below the mouth of 
tho KLaiuath river, is one of tho most 
tiilorcstiuK natural formations to lw 
found in this country, known as tho Bit; 
lagoon. Hero tho coast, -winch runs 
north ami south un to. this point, takes a 
Glmrj.) turn intanu, bordered by very 
high hills, running to ft distance of 
about Iflireo miles, then turning out 
again maker, a sharp bay almost V 
shaped, and for ngosput a sand bar has 
boon washing itself up across this bay 
until the bar has raised up ont of tho 
water some ten or twelve feet, having a 
width of about 100 feet and n length of 
four miles, reaching across tho entiro 
bay.This bar is in the shape of a roof. 
When there is a storm the breakers will 
roll up one eitlo of it. break over, and 
run down into tho bay inside, and it is 
ft novel sight to stand there and watch 
the waters, mountain high on one side 
and perfectly calm on tho other, Iho 
lino between tho two at intervals hidden 
altogether.
